when Dr. H. J. Coll arrived tlioro was 
only a faint glimmer of life. .He paus- 
ed away a lew minutes attcr the physi- 
cian arrived. 


Downing had evidently calmly con- 


sidered taking-his life, as the carbolic 
acid ho -used had been In tho iouso 
tor upwards of two years. 
An ouneo 


bottle of it had been purchased at that 
time for disinfecting purposes and but 
a few drops were usod out of tho bot- 
tle. 
Downing has been engaged in tho 


plumbing 'business in .Connellsville for 
several yoars, having boon a member 
of the firm of Stahl & Downing, which 
•was dissolved about a year ago, since 
•which time ho has conducted a shop 
in the. Rutsok building. Ho -was an in- 
duntrloris. hard working man and his 
many friends believed that he wan 
prospering. 
About throe months ago 


he broke his ankle lit endeavoring: to 
board a street car, since which lime 
he has beon unable to continue at his 
work regularly. He catna to Cotmoils- 
vllle about 12 yoars ago from Mounds- 
villo, W. Vn., where his parunts re- 
side. 


Coroner Harry J. Bell was apprised 


ot the suicide and after hearing the 
circumstances doomed on inquest un- 
necessary. The funeral will take place 
tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock from 
his late homo, it will bo attained by 
the members o£ the Knights of Malta, 
the Odd Fellows and the Fraternal Or- 
der of Eagles, to which orders the de- 
ceased belonged. 


Tho deceased is survived by his 


widow, "who was formerly Miss Edna 
.Lticltoy of Dawson, and one child, Hen- 
rietta Downing.
